Col. A. K. McClure, editor of the Pliil- 


(lelpliia Times, failing to arrange a joint 
discussion with William McKinley, the 
author of the McKinley bill, by invita- 
tion of the Philadelphia Tariff Club 
answered the speech of Mr. McKinley, 
at the Academy of Music, and did it 
very effectively. He said: 


In response to the invitation of the 


Tariff Keform Club, of tliis city, I ap- 
pear to-night to answer the recent ad- 
dress by Gov. McKinley, in which he 
attempted the impossible task of justify- 
ing the McKinley Tariff law; and I shall 
proceed with directness to the purpose. 
I shall not deal in partisan platitudes, 
nor glittering generalities, nor special 
pleading of any sort, but iu plain, incon- 
trovertible facts. 


I believe in fostering every infant in- 


dustry that promises to advance the 
prosperity of the whole people; and I 
quite agree with Colonel Ingersoll when 
he said that lie believed in protecting in- 
fant industries, but when the infant in- 
dustry gets to wearing No. 12 boots, and 
purposes to get up and kick him all 
around the room if he stopped rocking 
the infant's cradle, he thought it about 
time to call a halt. [Laughter and ap- 
plause.] 


EXPAOEED TO HAVE JtET JICKINXEY. 
I regret that ao eminent a national 


statesman as Gov. McKinley consented 
to be muzzled on tariff discussion by the 
acute sensibilities of the Manufacturers' 
Club people. [Laughter.] I had hoped 
to meet him on this platform, where we 
could turn on the light and illustrate the 
robbery of labor that is now so strangely 
called the protection of labor, face to 
face with the author of the present tariff 


extensively continued as a source of the 
Government's income, and in the read- 
justment of our tariff the interests of 
American labor engaged in manufacture 
should be carefully considered, as well 
as the preservation of our manufactur- 
ers. 


"The question of free trade is abso- 


lutely irrelevant, and the persistent 
claim made in certain quarters that all 
efforts to relieve the people from unjust 
and unnecessary taxation are schemes of 
so-called free traders is mischievous and 
far removed from any consideration of 
the public good." 


THE SHOE INDUSTnV UNPROTECTED. 
Fortunately I need not theorize on 


this subject. In 1873 General Shultze, 
of New Jersey, a leading Republican, 
and one of the largest leather producers 
in the country, had the courage to go to 
Congress and say that unless the leather 
industries were given free raw materials 
—that is, free hides—it will continue to 
languish and speedily die. We then 
manufactured but a small proportion of 
our shoes and other leather products, 
simply because the raw material was 
cheaper in every country than here. 


He was heeded instead of being met 


with the cry of free trade, as the Mc- 
Kinley followers meet every proposition 
for tariff reform today. Hides were 
made free, and have been free from that 
day until this, andjook at the result. 
In less than 20 years we have built up 
a shoe industry that supplies every 
American man, woman and child with 
the best shoes ever made in any coun- 


industry where it should furnish its 
most illustrious lessons, but there is not 
a protected industry in this country, 
from the Eastern to the Western seas, 
that has advanced as rapidly and cheap- 
ened its products as greatly as the news- 
paper publishing of the United States. 
[Applause.] Ten years ago Philadelphia 
published about 100,000 copies of daily 
papers eacli day, and the people paid 
from two to three cents for nearly or 
quite all of them. 


Instead of issuing 100,1)00 copies of 


daily newspapers each day in Philadel- 
phia we now issue i'ully 500,000, 'and 
there is not one of these newspapers that 
is not more prosperous today than it was 
ten years ago, when they were pubUshed 
at double the present price and generally 
little more than half the present size. 
In newspaper progress there lias been no 
step toward cheapness except in the 
price to consumers. Every one of these 
newspapers expends on an average cer- 
tainly 50 per cent, and most of them 100 
per cent, more to produce them than 
they did when they were published at 
the increased price. More editors are 
employed, more news gathered, more 
eorrespoiidents,yarger reportorial forces, 
and fully half a million dollars have been

and the masses it robs. "Wliy that dis- 
cussion was declined need not be stated. 
It was not for want of ability or skill in 
the author and the ablest defender of 
high tariff taxes, but it was because 
searching tariff debate cannot be invent- 
ed by the advocates of our present policy. 
All who heard Gov. McKinley on Fri- 
day evening noted the studied evasion 
of every vital feature of the present tar- 
iff. 
We had platitudes in elegance and 


abundance, but facts, details, illustra- 
tions—none outside of glittering gener- 
alities. He referred to the Confederate 
Constitution and nullification eleven 
times, but did not quote one line or one 
figure from the McKinley tariff. [Laugh- 
ter and applause.] The Manufacturers' 
Club muzzled him entirely against joint 
debate, and when he came to give us a 
solo performance,he was muzzled against 
the utterance of any important state- 
ment or-vital illustration of present tar- 
iff taxes that could invite discussion. 
ne broadly defended our present tariff 
taxes, and to the McKinley tariff I must 
address myself, with McKinley largely 
omitted. [Applause.] 


There were good reasons why Mr. Mc- 


Kinley could not be permitted to open 
the Pandora box of tariff taxes in Phila- 
delphia and before the members of the 
Manufacturers' Club. They had con- 
tracted by purchase for increased taxes 
upon tbe people, and McKinley, as Chair- 
man of Ways and Means, was made the 
auditor to apportion the tariff-tax rai- 
ment of the people among its purchasers 
[Laughter.]

He knows 
that we have had revenue tariffs—I mean 
tariffs confessedly based on the clear 
constitutional theory that revenue must 
be the basis of all tariff laws—under all 
administrations from Washington down 
to Lincoln, and no one ever proposed 
free trade as a feature of our national 
policy until McKinley first gave it birth 
in the awkward reciprocity provisions 
in his tariff. [Laughter.] Reciprocity 
is simply plain, unadulterated free trade, 
with variations only for equal trade, 
neither of which can be protection as he 
now teaches it. 


If Gov. McKinley's sweeping accusa- 


tion of free trade purposes against all 
who demand a return to the revenue 
tariff standard, is just, then Washing- 
ton, Jefferson, Jackson and even Clay 
were free traders; and coming down to 
our own time, lie must proclaim Grant, 
Hayes, Garfield, Arthur and Judge Kel- 
ley as free traders. They all demanded 
the reduction of war tariff taxes when 
they were lower than are the tariff taxes 
levied by the McKinley bill, and Presi- 
dent Cleveland's Dong continued cheers] 
message of 1887, that McKinley de- 
nouces as a free trade paper, was simply 
a concentrated reflex of the appeals 
made to Congress by the four Republi- 
can Presidents who preceded him. [Ap- 
plause.] There was no assault upon 
honest protection to American labor.

There is 110 labor of man in their pro- 
duction, but today every shingle and 
board and lath that enters into any 
structure must pay a tariff tax of from 
10 to 20 per cent., and what does it pro- 
tect? Not labor, for the lumber pro- 
ducers have their trust, as have all mo- 
nopolies under the McKinley tariff. 
[Laughter.] They liire Canadian Kun- 
ucks, who come over into the Western 
forests and cut the limber at half Ameri- 
can wages, and we tax the people for 
the protection of American labor. 


There is not an iron manufacturer in 


this State, Republican or Democrat, 
vr]io will not tell you that the one neces- 
sity of the iron industry is free iron ore. 
Without foreign ores our Pennsylvania 
ores are valueless to all who must pro- 
duce a first-class quality of iron, and we 
must either ship the Luke Superior ores 
at enormous cost, or Spanish ores with a 
heavy tariff tax upon them. A leading 
Republican ironmaster, whose name I 
am not at liberty to give in public, and 
one who lias held high position in the 
State, told me within six months that 
unless we obtained free iron ores the 
iron industry of Eastern Pennsylvania 
will be paralyzed or destroyed within 
five years. And why should not coal \x 
free ? Several years ago, when study- 
ing this question, I called upon Mr. 
Berwind, the largest soft coal dealer in 
this city, and a Republican, and asked 
liim for a candid expression of the effect 
of the removal of duty on coal. Like 
all the others who are so interwoven in 
business interests that they could not 
assail any feature of the tariff policy, he 
declined to be quoted in public, but he 
declared that the tariff tax on coal was 
not only an utter absurdity as a matter 


expended in this city alone in printing 
machinery within the last live years. 
Unlike the McKinley protective indus- 
tries, there has been no reduction of 
wages in any department of any of these 
newspapers. [Applause.] This industry 
presents the clearest solution of the 
problem 
of cheapening products by 


American intelligence, skill and energy. 
By cheapening our newspapers we have 
quadrupled the demand for them; we 
have doubled the employment of labor, 
and if we could have the market abroad 
that are open to like intelligence, skill 
and energy in our protected industries, 
the American newspaper would be the 
newspaper of every country of the world, 
because it is the cheapest and best. 
[Applause.] 


bUOAK WITHOUT A TAX. 


J5ut Mcluuley does not believe in Mc- 
Kinley on the question of tariff taxes 
cheapening commodities. [Laughter.] 
He tells us in one flight of his protection 
eloquence that high protection tariff 
taxes have cheapened everything, and 
in another equally fervent Might of elo- 
quence lie tells ub that the tariff relieved 
the people of scores of millions of luxes 
and cheapened one of the common 
necessities, of life by repealing tariff 


sugar, [Laugher.] If 
tariff 


of the variation of tariff taxes, it is safe 
to say that the lowest amount of taxes 
paid by the people of Pennsylvania on 
the woollens they consume is ?50,000,000. 
We have 1,039,602 sheep in the State, 
and the tax the people pay for protect- 
ing the so-called sheep industry is about 
$50 per head for every sheep and lamb in 
the Commonwealth [laughter], or about 
from ten to twenty times the market 
value of each sheep every year. 


And how has he fostered the sheep 


industry 'i In 1868 Ohio had 6,730,12o 
sheep; in 1891, one year after he liad 
passed his high wool tariff law, Oliio had 
4,061,898. [Laughter.] He has thus pro- 
tected the sheep industry of his Stale 
down more than one-third and protected 
the price of wool down over 10 per cent.; 
but that is just the sort of protection the 
McKiiileys always give to the farmer. 
[Laughter.] And what is true of Penn- 
sylvania. Here the price of wool has 
fallen from three to four cents per pound, 
and we now have only 1,089,502 sheep in 
the State, instead of 3,422,(MO in 1888. 
Is it not about time to give the farmer a 
rest from the blatant hypocrisy of pro- 
tecting him by high tariff taxes ? [Ap- 
plause.] 


THE TRIPLET INFANT INDUSTRIES. 
He was determined to protect Ohio 


wool if taxation could do it, and in order 
to aid it, he cunningly put on a tax of 12 
cents per pound on goat's hair that costs 
two cents per pound in the open market. 
It is not wool, but it serves the purpose 
of wool in cheap carpets and other arti- 
cles of common use where grandeur is 
sacriiied to service, and he took his re- 
venge on the billy goats ol Bombay and 
Russia by piling a tax of five hundred 
per cent, on their hair to prevent it from 
coming into competition with wool that 
we never grow. [Laughter.] 


The second of the triplet circle of in- 


achievements, of high war taxes levied 
in time of peace, and on this record I 
here arraign the McKinley tariff policy 
as mingled robbery and fraud (applause), 
and carry the appeal to the sober convic- 
tions of this intelligent audience, and to 
the considerate judgment of the Amer- 
ican people.

Looking at the figures this would

NO TARIFF ON THE NEWSPAPER BUSI- 


NESS. 


I represent one of the non-protected 


industries of tbe country, and certainly 
not one of the least in importance either 
in its public beneficence or in tbe num- 
ber of people it employs. The news- 
paper press of this country has advanced 
beyond that of any country of the 
world, and today it numbers its em- 
ployes by hundreds of thousands. It is 
not protected in anything; it ia taxed on 
everything. There are high tariff on 
paper, on type, on machinery, on fix- 
tures of every kind, and the men em- 
ployed in every channel ofcf IB varied in- 
dustries from the editorial chair to the 
printers1 case, the press rf6m, the count- 
ing room, and all its host/of correspon- 
dents and contributors a?peach and all 


All of these workmen are highly taxed 


on everything that they consume. There 
is not an article of clotliing that is not 
enhanced in price by tariff taxes for 
every man, woman and child of their 
families. Tlieir homes are taxed from 
the stone in the cellar to the shingle on 
the roof. Their carpets, tlinir furniture 
of every kind, their china, their kitchen 
utensils, the glass in their windows, 
cutlery on their tables, their curtains, 
their bedding and everything in their 
house from cellar to garret is an object 
lesson of the taxation that is imposed 
upon American labor. To them tariff 
taxes are all loss and no profit, and they 
belong to an overwhelming majority of 
the industrial people of the laud, who 
are not in any way beneficiaries, or even 
claimed as beneficiaries, under a protec- 
tive tariff. [Applause.] 
WAGES OF THE PROTECTED LA1SOREHS. 


Now let us look at the protected indus- 


tries of Philadelphia. Of these 
the 


woolen industry is one of the most im- 
portant, and if Governor McKinley will 
turn to Superintendent Porter's census 
bulletin Ho. 139 he will find that the fol- 
lowing average wages are paid in the 
woolen industry in the Stales named: 


lies. 
this infant industry lo be well nursed 
and bottled, amount to $5,000,000, giving 
an advance of 35 per cent, on the mar- 
kets at the time the tariff was passed, 
and that difference paid more than the 
:ntire cost of labor employed in all our 
linen mills. In other words, the entire 
labor cost of our linen mills was $124,000 
and the tariff taxes on linens imported 
were $150,100. That infant industry 
ought to thrive, but it still languishes 
and only a general break in linens abroad 
prevented largely increased prices. 


The tin plate industry completes the 


infant triplets brought forth to be reared 
on the high tariff tax bottle. Before 
the passage of the McKinley tariff we 
did not attempt to ruake any tin plate. 
Since the passage of the new law we pre- 
tend to make it and don't. [Laughter.] 
This infant industry is a piodigy of fraud 
upon labor and of robbery of the people. 
It was specially framed for speculators 
and jobbers, by postponing the effect of 
increased duties on tin for nine mouths 
after the passage of the bill. That gave 
speculators nine months lo import tin at 
old prices and sell it to the people at in- 
creased prices. It started in jobbery, 
and has developed more fraud in political 
deliverances, as well as fraud in industry, 
than any monopoly effort of modern 
times. 


Most of the so-called American tin is 


made of English plate, English tin and 
English skilled workmen, with the addi- 
tion of American boys to run the dip- 
pingshed. [Laughter.] Inordertosave 
the weakling of the McKinley triplets 
from utter disgrace it has been gravely 
ruled by the Secretary of the Treasury 
that tin plate made in this country from 
foreign plate and foreign tin is Ameri- 
can tin [laughter], so the infant tin 
industry is established with a high offi- 
cial certification that it is the happy 
father. [Laughter.] 


EFFECT OF THE JfCKINIEY BrLL. 


The McKinley tariff has now been in 


operation two years, and the same bale- 
ful policy o£ excessive taxation of the 
people has been maintained since the 
necessities of war ceased, with the Mc- 


fraud. 


When Mr. Elaine said the McKinley 


tariff would not furnish the farmer a 
market "for a single additional ban-el 
of pork or bushel of wheat," he spoke 
with a prescience born of a thorough 
appreciation of the fallacy of the Mc- 
Kinley idea. The result has not only 
justsfied liis words, but brought con- 
viction home to the farmer more strong- 
ly and conclusively than a decade of 
argument would have done. 
The two 


years of the McKinley bill has shown 
tliat the McKinley bill effects the prices 
of the farm products no more than the 
presence of a fly on the perimiter of a 
coach wheel affects the motion of the 
horses. Prom the very nature of things 
it must be so. 


Of what possible benefit can the in- 


crease of fixe cents per bushel on wheat 
be to farmers when they are able to 
supply the domestic demand and export 
224,831,984 bushels, as they did last year, 
according to the Treasury 
reports? 


There is not a single product benefitted 
by the advances, but can the same thing 
be said of the manufactured products? 
Do we export any of the tin plate for 
which we pay an annual bonus of $15,- 
000,000? The relative proportion of the 
exports of agricultural and manufac- 
tured products is shown in the Treasury 
report of 1891 to be about six to one, the 
exact figures being $642,751,344 for ag- 
ricultural products and $168,927,315 for 
manufactures. It is the knowledge of 
these incontrovertible facts that en- 
ables the farmer to analyze and answer 
the deceptive arguments and appeals of 
the party of high protection.—Chester 
Co. Democrat.

and on the clothing of his wife and chil- 
dren. And it shuts the mark-els of tin- 
world against him. Every farmer in the 
land should vote against the Republican 
tariff.

It will be seen that the average wages 


of labor in the woolen industry of Penn- 
sylvania is $355 per year, or $6.83 per 
week, or about $1.15 per day. 


THE FKEE WOOL QUESTION. 


Let us look at this question of free 


wool as it directly affects ourselves, for 
that is the true standard by which to 
judge it. We have a population of 1 - 
250,000 in Phaadelphia, and about 76 
sheep. We consume over $20 per head 
of woollens, on which we are taxed by 
the grace of McKinley's tariff from 60 to 
over 100 percent, [laughter], orprobably 
an average of 80 per cent. If tariff taxes 
protect labor they must increase the cost 
of the product in exact proportion, and 
the cold figures would prove that we pay 
about $2,000,000 taxes for $500,000 of 
woollens to protect 76 sheep. [Shouts of 
laughter.] Is it wonderful that a lux- 
ury so costly to the people as protection 
to Philadelphia sheep gave us the sweet 
song of Mary and her little lamb? 
[Laughter.] But look at our great State. 
We have a population of 6,250,000, and 
we consume not less than $105,000,000 of 
woollen goods, on which the McKinley 
tariff increased taxes up from 60 to 80 


Kinley tariff increasing its oppressive 
features. That restrictive policy drove 
American commerce from the seas of 
the world for a generation [applause], 
and now the same insane policy is illus- 
trated by trying to revive commerce by 
paternalism and taxation. With free 
ships we would have had the stars and 
stripes floating over our commerce in all 
the waters of the world [applause], and 
long ere this, with free opportunities, we 
would have been building our own ships. 
It has abolished the sailor industry that 
once gave 100,000 .of the best sailors of 
the ocean. It has increased the cost of 
the necessaries of business by the mad- 
ness of taxes on raw materials, and thus 
increased the cost of American products, 
reduced their consumption and neces- 
sarily lessened the demand for labor. 
It has increased needless faxes on the 
necessaries of life to satiate the greed of 
combined capital, without increasing the 
wages of the workman. [Applause.] It 
has given us monoply combines to con- 
trol prices of nearly all the products we 
consume.

It teaches labor that it is 
protected by the taxes levied upon all in 
the name of protection, and labor has 
finally awakened to the fact that it is 
robbed of its protection while oppressed 
by increased cost of living. It is tliis 
now generally known fact in labor cir- 
cles that crimsoned the records of our 


The Farmer U Being Destroyed. 
A. H. Farquhar, the head of the 


great agricultural works at York, Pa., 
who sells largely both at home and 
abroad, said hi a recent interview: 


"The farmer is being destroyed. We 


are killing the goose that lays the gold- 
en eggs; and I honestly believe now 
that it is to the interest of the manu- 
facturers to eliminate the protective 
feature from our tariff laws. Certainly 
if our manufactures are sold much low- 
er abroad we could only need protec- 
tion to get better prices from our cus- 
tomers at home. We do not manufac- 
ture and sell in Canada, South America 
and Europe many agricultural impli- 
meiits and machines, and could we have 
tree raw material and the commercial 
advantages which free trade would give 
us, America would become the great 
manufacturing emporium of the world, 
and the farmer of course would share 
the prosperity, since he would have less 
to pay for everything and get better 
prices for all he sold." 


A FARSIER ought to consider how 


this Tariff of McKinley works against 
him. It cuts off competition in farming 
implements here. And the manufac- 
turer who sends a horse rake into the 
South American market and sells it for 
$] 9 charges S25 for it here. The Cum- 
ming feed cutter is sold in South Amerri- 
ca for 860 and here for $90. The Clipper 
cutter is sold in South America for $9.50 
and here for $18. The Ann Arbor cut> 
ter No. 1 is sold in South America tor 
$16 and here for $28. And No. 2 is sold 
in South America for $28 and here for 
$40. 
These are a few of the frauds the 


McKinley tariff practices on the farmer. 


WHY are goods brought from foreign 


countries to the United States ? Because 
the people want them. The American 
importer finds the demand for them and 
sends for them. Then he pays the 
Tariff tax on them, adds it to tbe price 
and the American people pay it. Who 
is benefitted ? The American manufac- 
turer only who makes inferior goods at 
a price a little lower than tbe foreign 
article and gets an enormous prolit. 
Does he pay his employees higher wages 
because of his big profit? Not much. 
He buys his labor just as cheap as he can 
get it and it comes pouring in every day 
to glut the labor market and make 
wages low. What then does the Tariff 
tax do for the laborer? It simply 
makes it harder for him to live.

is some indifference on the part of voters 
about attending the approaching elec- 
tion on account of the intricacy of vot- 
ing the new ballot. This is a mistake 
and when voters have once taken the 
trouble to look at the new ballot for a 
few minutes they will see, on the con- 
trary, it is very simple. 


It is the duty of every Democratic 


voter of this county to go to the polls on 
the 8th of November next and deposit 
his ballot, and this is especially true in 
TOW of the important and serious issues 
involved in this campaign. No farmer 
or laborer ought to be direlict in this 
duty. It is the positive duty of every 
citizen toexercise his right of suffrage and 
declare his views of the conduct of gov- 
ernment through Ms ballot. 


To vote the new ballot is just as easy

Our Washington Letter. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 14. 1892. 


Editor of CoMpilerr: ''Sacrifice every- 


thing to save the Xational ticket." That 
is the substance of the confidential order 
that lias been sent to every "Republican 
district boss in several close aiid doubt- 
ful States. Do you know what it means'/ 
It means that the reports received by the 
Republican managers from every Con- 
gressional district in the country have 
convinced them of the impossibility of 
getting a majority of the next House of 
Representatives, and that they are going 
to give up the fight for Congiessmen in 
the close and doubtful States, and to 
sacrifice even those candidates who are 
running in certain Republican districts, 
if votes can lie traded against them so as 
to increase the vote for the Republican 
electoral ticket in those Stales. New 
York, New Jersey, Connecticut, and 
Indiana are the States in which this trad- 
ijig is to be attempted. It is a bold 
scheme, but it is to be -'tried on," and 
nearly all of the Republican candidates 
for the House who aie to become victims 
have been, between pressure and prom- 
ises, made to acquiesce therein; a few 
are "kicking," but they will probably be 
whipped in some way or other. 


There can be little doubt that the ob- 


ject of the Republicans in bringing the 
question of the constitutionality of the 
new Michigan electoral law, providing 
for the election of Presidential electors 
by Congressional districts instead of 
electing all of them on one ticket, before 
the U. S. Supreme Court, is to obtain a 
political decision, similar to the notori- 
ous 8 to 7 decision of 1S77. The question 
was argued before the court this week, 
and Republicans are boldly claiming 
that the law will be declared unconstitu- 
tional before election; but it is hardly 
probable that a majority ot the court 
will sanction the claim by voting for 
such a decision. The case as brought 
before the court is a private one, and 
contrary to all precedent. The Attorney- 
General of the United States appeared 
as the leading counsel on the Republi- 
can side; but he is hardly to blame for 
taking such an unusual course, us it is 
stated by those in a position to know, 
and generally believed that he was act- 
ing under the orders of the Republican 
bosses. All the same it was an improp- 
er proceeding, although probably not il- 
legal. This was recognized by the At- 
torney-General himself, who took special 
pains to have it known that he appeared 
in the case as private counsel and not in 
his official capacity. 
Lawyers of all 


shades of political opinion commented 
unfavorably on the innovation, and I 
failed to find one who believed tliat Mr. 
Miller received a fee for his argument.

QUALIFICATIONS OF VOTERS. 


All persons bora or naturalized in the 


United States, and subject to tbe jurisdiction 
thereof, are citizens of the United States 
and of tbe States wherein they reside. 


Every male citizen twenty-one jean of 


age, possessing the following qualifications, 
shall be entitled to vote at all elections: 


He shall bave been a citizen of the United 


States at least one month. 


He shall have resided n tbe State one 


year (or if having previously been a qualifi- 
ed elector or native-born citizen of the State 
he shall have removed therefrom and re- 
tnrned, then six months), immediately pie- 
ceding the eleection. 


He shall have resided in tbe election dis- 


trict where he shall offer to vote at least 
two months immediately/ preceding the elec- 
tion. A minor becomes of age on the day 
prior to the twenty-first anniversay of his 
birth. 


If twenty-two years ot age, or upwards, 


he shall have paid, within two years, a 
State »r connty tax, which shall have been 
assessed at least two months and paid at 
least one month before tbe election. 


If the name of the voter is not upon the 


registry list he cannot vote unless he make 
proof of his right to vote, as heretofore re- 
qnired by law. 


The law relating to right of challenge and 


to proof ot right to vote remains as hereto- 
fore. Challenge should be made before the 
person offering to vote receives his ballot, 
bnt may be made at any time before be 
casts it. 


Naturalization certificates issued by the 


conrta mnst be produced to the board and 
are conclusive if genuine. 


Tbe voter is disqualified if be has agreed 


to receive or receives any -valuable considera- 
tion for bis vote ; or has been convicted of a 
willful violation of the election laws, or has 
promised to give any voter a valuable con- 
sideration for voting or with holding bis 


Snpreme Court Judge, two candidates for 
Congressmen at large, and thirty-two can- 
didates for Electors. 
2. Candidate for 


Congress. 3. Candidate or candidates for 
Representative. 
4. 
Connty candidates. 


To rote the full Democratic ticket a cross 
mnst be made for each of these groups. A 
single cross at the top of the ticket simply 
votes for the State ticket, or those in the 
first group. 
Such a ballot would not be 


counted for the candidates for Congress. 


If the voter desires he can make a cross 


mark in the square opposite and to the 
right of each of tbe candidates tor each office 
to be filled in the Democratic column, and 
his vote will be counted as one vote for each 
candidate so marked. 


If the voter adopts tbe plan of marking 


»cross to tbe right of each candidate be 
should be careful not to miss a name, as a 
name not crossed would not be counted. 


HOW TO VOTE A STRAIGHT TICKET. 


The simple method, where the voter de- 


siren to vote the "straight" or whole ticket, 
is to place a cross mark to the right of the 
party name at the head 01 top of each group 
in the Democratic column. 
The only 


difficulties in the nse of the new ballot 
being those which arise from an attempt to 
vote * mixed or "scratched" ticket, Demo- 
cratic voters are cautioned against voting 
any but a straight ticket {except for good 
cause, and then only after careful instruc- 
tion), as to do so is attended with danger 
that tbe entire ballot may be invalidated. 


Where a Republican desires to vote for a 


candidate on tbe Democratic ticket, say for 
Representative in the General Assembly, 
he can put an X at the head of each group 
in the Republican column, except the Rep- 
resentative group; and if there are, say, two 
Representatives to be elected, he can put an 
X opposite the name of one Representative 
nominee in tbe Republican group, and an- 
other X opposite the name of one Repre- 
sentative nominee in the Democratic group. 
In other words, so far as he votes a straight 
ticket he marks the groups, and where he 
desires to "cut" his ticket he marks the 
names of the nominees. 


Crosses must be marked in tbe appro- 


priate margin or place only, and always at 
the right-hand side of the party column.

speakers and newspapers of high and low 
degree, sound one general note in all they 
8»y, that a "Protective" tariff makes goods 
cheaper and generally protects everybody.

MANNKB OF VOTING. 


Besides the election officers and supervisors 


authorized by the laws of the United States, 
or overseers appointed by the courts of this 
commonwealth, not more than four voters 
in excess of the number ol voting shelves or 
compartments shall be allowed inside of the 
inclosed space at one time and not more 
than ten outside that space. 


Specimen ballots and cards of instruction 


can be obtained from the election officers 
upon request. 


The person desiring to vote will enter the 


room and remain outside the chain or guard 
rail. When his turn arrives he shall first 
give his name and residence to one of the 
election officers in charge of the ballots. 


The officer will thereupon announce the 


same in a loud and distinct tone of voice. 


If the voter's name is upon the ballot 


check list the inspector or clerk in charge of 
the said list will repeat the name. 


The voter will then enter the space in- 


closed by the guard rail, unless his right to 
vote be ehallengrd. 


If challenged by a qualified citizen he 


shall remain onteide the guard rail nntil his 
right to vote is determined,. bnt he may be 
challenged any time before the vote is cast. 
It is recommended, however, that challenges 
be made before the voter enters the guard 
rail, or before he receives his ballot. His 
right to vote shall be established in the 
manner heretofore provided by law. 


If his right to vote be established his name 


will be entered upon the voting and check 


vote shall not be counted for such office. 


For example—The voter marks a cross to 


the right of the first group in the Demo- 
cratic column. 
This mark would indicate 


one vote lor each and every name printed in 
that group, to-wit, thirty-two candidates 
for Presidential electors, two candidates for 
Oongress-At-Large, and one candidate for 
Jndge of Snpreme Court. This year two 
Gongressmen-at-Large are to be elected. 
If the voter, after having placed a cross 
mark at the top of a group and to the right 
of the word "Democratic," should desire to 
vote for the Republican candidate for that 
office and should place a cross mark oppo- 
site and to the right of each of their names, 
his vote for Congtessmen-at-Large would 
not be counted for either party, because he 
would by so marking vote for four instead 
ol two candidates. 


The voter must not cross out any names 


npOD the ticket, nor cover a name with a 
"sticker" or "paster," except in the case 
referred to in the next section. 


When a candidate has died or withdrawn, 


and a substituted nomination ia made after 
the ballots are printed, the new name will 
be printed upon a "sticker," which should 
be pasted o'er to cover the name of the 


countrymen 't If this be the case the Amer- 
ican importer is abont as green as the for- 
eign.

INSIDE THE OTJAED RAIL. 


The voter having the right to vote will 


enter within the guard-rail. 


The election officer having charge of the 


ballots shall detach one from the stub and 
give it to the voter. 


The said officer shall first fold it so that 


the words printed on the back and outside 
of the ballot shall be the only words visible, 
and it cannot be voted unless so folded. 


Only one ballot shall be given to a voter, 


unless he inadvertently spoils it, when be 
may obtain another upon returning the 
spoiled one. 


Upon his receiving the ballot the cbeck- 


liit shall be marked by election officers, and 
the voter shall forthwith, and without leav- 
ing the space inclosed by guard-rail, retire 
to one of the voting shelves or compartments. 


Only official ballots cm he voted, and any 


ballot other than a sample ballot, appearing 
to have been obtained otherwise than provid- 
ed by the Act, shall be seat to the District 
Attorney for his official action. 


INSIDE THE VOTING SHELF. 


The voter, npou entering the voting shelf 


or compartment, must prepare his ballot. 


To assist him in preparing hie official ballot 


he may mart a sample ballot before going 
to vote and take it with him into the voting 
compartment to copy from in preparing his 
official ballot. 
He mnst vote the official 


ballot only. 


Cards of instruction will be posted in each 


voting compartment or shelf.' 


No voter will be allowed to occupy a 


voting shelf or compartment already oc- 
cupied by another, except when giving the 
help allowed in the preparation of his 
ticket, nor to remain in snch compartment 
more than three minutes if all the compart- 
ments are in nse and other voters are wait- 
ing to vote. 


If any voter declares to the jndge of elec- 


deceased or withdrawn candidate. 
The 


voter should, in placing the "sticker" over 
the name of tbe candidate so deceased or 
withdrawn, use great care so as not to cover 
more than the one name. 
Under no other 


circumstances can a "sticker" be pasted 
over a name, or be placed in the Democratic 
column. 


Before leaving the voting shelf or com- 


partment the voter must fold his ballot 
without displaying the marks made by him, 
in the same way it was folded when handed 
to him by the election officer, and keep it 
folded until he has voted. 


After leaving the voting shelf, and before 


leaving the inclosed space, he shall give his 
ballot to the election officer in charge of the 
ballot box. 


This officer, without unfolding the bal- 


lot, shall number it in tbe right hand upper 
corner of the back of the ballot, immedi- 
ately to the left of the folding line, and then 
shall fold tbe comer so as to cover the num- 
ber, and paste it down so that the number 
cannot be seen, and deposit it in the ballot 
box. 


The voter may make a memorandum of 


the number of his own ballot. 


No voter, not an election officer, shall be 


allowed to re-enter tbe inclosed space after 
he has once left it, execept to give help, as 
hereinbefore stated.

reason it is the bnt food for cows, as it con 
tains a larger proportion of the elements tha 
compose milk than any other hay. 


By feeding a variety of food the expenses 


imvy be lessened. Even straw is an eior 1 
lent food when cat fine, then fed in connec 
tion with ground grain and linseed meal. 


It is churned that mulberry trees make 


durable posts. As the mulberry is a quick 
growing tree this advantage in its favor o 
serving as posts should not be overlooked in 
planting trees for fntnre use. 


There is bnt little difference in the feed 


ing values of wheat, bran and middlings 
and they are very much alike in composition 
their proportions of albnmoids, carbonhy 
drate* and fat being nearly equal. 


To preserve the wagon wheels so that they 


need not be taken to the shop, heat linseed 
oil to the boiling point and pour it in a 
trough. Having enough to cover the felloes 
turn the wheel slowly through this boiling 
oil. 


Let any intelligent person go over the 


Slat*, especially in winter, and taste the 
batter on the hotel tables.

Manure for trees should be well rotted 


Experiments show that the use of fresh 
stable manure around fruit trees sometimes 
lead* to disease, as well as providing harbor 
ing and feeding places for many insects, the 
manure protecting them from frost. 


The surest way to make a profit is to keep 


down the cost. There should be no hesita 
tion in procuring that which is needed, bnt 
Kaste should not be allowed. The cost may 
be lessened bj doing all work at prope 
times and by the use of the best implements 


Dairymen are advocating the feeding o 


skim milk to cows. Some cows will re.jec 
it unless it is added to the ground grain 
ratio*. It n doubtful if it pays to feed i 
to cows if there are young pigs on the farm 
as no food will force pigs so rapidly ID 
growth M skimmed milk. 


When feeding grain to fowls do not use a 


t-ongh, bnt scatter the grain, so as to com 
•pel the hens to scratch lor their food. When 
grain is fed from a trough some of the bens 
SNUie more than their share, which is no 
conducive to a full quota of eggs from each 
hen.

Some Oyster Recipes. 


BOASTED IN HALF SHELL.—A very sim 


pie way to roast oysters at home is to bare 
your fish man send as many large oysters as 
yon require opened on the half-shell. 
Pnl 


them carefully in a baking pan, lay a small 
lump of butter on each oyster, a pinch o: 
salt and a dash of red pepper. 
Place thorn 


in • hot oven and roast till the edges curl. 
Then serve hot on the shell, with a half 
lemon on each plate. 


SCALLOPED OISTZBS.—Butter the inside 


of a padding dish well ; put in the bottom 
of it a layer ol cracker crumbs, then a layer 
of oysteis, with some of the liquor aud a few 
little bits of butter, a tiny sprinkling of red 
pepper, mace and cloves and chopped pars- 
ley ; then a layer of the crumbs. Continue 
this process till the dish is nearly full, then 
poor in as much cream as the dish will hold. 
HaTe tbe top layer of crumbs, on which put 
several small pieces of butter. Sprinkle 
wall with salt, and bake in quick oven till 
done. Serve either hot or cold, with pieces 
of lemon. 


OY3TJB SOTTP.—Pnt in a stewpan a pint 


of milk, a blade of mace, with a heaping 
tablespoonfnl of butter. Pat in another 
stewpan tbe juice from fifty oysters; place 
them on the stove. When the milk begins 
to bnt thicken it with a heaping teaspoon- 
fnl of flour previously mixed with milk ; 
Ihea stand it back on the range where it 
does not boil. When the dcnm begins to 
rise on the top of the oyster juice skim it off; 
then add a pinch of powdered cloves and 
some salt and black pepper. 
When it be- 


gin U> boil pour it into the stewpan with 
the milk, stirring gently, so it doei not cur- 
dle or lump. Then turn in the oysters. 
I*t them boil abont one minute, or until 
the edgte curl. Then turn into a soup 
tnreen where yon have previously placed a 
tableipoonfnl of chopped parsley. Serve it 
at once.
